It is |ust this showing—this "just above the aietage"—that has 
kept Lake County from making the rapid stride some other counties 
have made tit the same lime. The people of Lake County, as a class, 
have become so self-satialied and smugly content that there has been 
very little ertmt on their patt to induce new citizens 'a locate here. 
The one lug thing that has been done is the building of a system of 
hatd roads and that will pay for tttcll several tunes over. 

There are several, lessons to he leatned (turn the table of census 
figures reprodtu ed on situ tiler page hut the grearest is front the show¬ 
ing made by (taenia County. In l'llli that county had a population 
of 3 , 622 . I lits seat its census report shows 10 . 9 . 36 . VVliat made 
Osceola’s 201 per cent increase.’ 

PUSH did it' 

Osceola in 1905 was nothing hut a sparsely settled prairie w ith 
one little county (own, Kissimmee, lit it. The town itself had nothing 
to boast of hut a name that dwelt in the memory of those who passed 
through on the train, About the fust thing that Woa done there to 
attract outside attention was to erect a lug white stgn claiming that 
Kissimmee w as the healthiest tow n on (he face of the earth. It wasn’t, 
hut that didn't make any ilirfejeni'e. It brought home the bacon. 
Then some enterprising citizens dug a few big drainage ditches dow n 
the main street and to the railroad right near the big stgn, and 11 looked 
to those who peered from the car windows like Kissimmee was up 
and doing. 

About this time ihe Iwiard of county commissioners sprung the 
greatest adseitismg stunt that has ever been devised for bringing in 
new people. S>. J. I nplett w as editing the Valley Gazette and he 
was the pioneer of all the development Imostern of the State of Flor¬ 
ida. There was never a werk allow ed to pass bur that he trotted out 
for inspection some freak of nalute in the shape of a mammoth yield 
of ten square feel of Kissimmee soil ot an acre or two of Osceola 
muck land. These commissioners took a thousand papers for a year, 
changed them .very three months, and thus in a year 4.000 prospec- 
uve settlers received this boosting sheet for three months. There 
never has I teen such another adventsing medium as the weekly news¬ 
paper with its intimate touch and its details of community life, which 
in three months time enabled the prospective settler to become thor¬ 
oughly acquainted w ith the daily life of the community and the moral 
tune of the people who comprise it. 

People began to answer theac appeals in person. Land com¬ 
panies were attracted and they added their money and then "know¬ 
how" to make Oaceola grow. St. Cloud came into being, struggled 
along against odds within and w ithout for a couple of years, and then 
settled down to a rapid growth and development along modem lines. 

Kissimmee built brick street*. At that time. Kissimmee 
didn’t haie one-fourth the use for brick roads that Leesburg has had 
for several years past, but those people of Kissimmee had awakened 
to the possibilities of miking their town attractive. They saw a chance 
to build themselves ail these modern improvements AND GF.T PAID 
A HONUS FOR HUlLDINli THEM. They became wise folk. From 
a cow-county, Osceola began to assume the aspect of a suburban 
farming section. But even the rows did not fare ill, Instead of being 
poorly tended and scanned over th- isr. «,f tlir earth, they were 
herded into the hen pastures and looked after as they never had been 
liefore. Getting hnrk streets and sewers and electric lights and all 
these modern convenience* did not cauue these people to become 
"stuck up." They kept their hslance and went on making their money 
in the same old Way—ENHANCED VALUES AND THE NEW 
CITIZENSHIP MORE THAN PAID FOR THE IMPROVEMENTS 
Then ihe improvements brought people and the new people 
brought more improvements and the lafer improvements are -ill bung¬ 
ing more oeople who will cause more improvements—and Osceola 
County leads Florida m increase of population. 

Isn’t this a lesson for us?

It', uieicie. So is much of ihc dis¬ 
infection that follow, dUcasf. Un¬ 
professional nico soul women—mo,t 
of ihcTO— have An unwarranted fear 
<f the apartment th»t has recently 
t>r>-n occupied by the patient with an 
infectious disease. The demand Is 
made upon tile health authorities for 
an immediate and official disinfection, 
for somehow the idea has u strong 
hold upon thje unsuspecting public 
that there is a mysterious potency in 
what these official cleaners do and 
that through them lie* the only way 
to safety. Of course caution ri wise 
and, being Ignorant, by all mean* «rnd 
for somebody who Is not as ignorant 
you. 

But. here • a good thin- to remem¬ 
ber—the bright sun. and clear, fresh 
air .ire the two best disinfectants 
Unlike formaldehyde, they do not 
have to be—they ginnot be—used un¬ 
der pressure in ft tightly scaled room. 
Unlike sulphurs, they do not discolor 
delicate fabric*. 

There are good reasons foe this 
strong claim for sunshine and air. 
and they have been proved out by 
medical science, which, as usual, has 
found that the simplest things arc 
generally the most efficient. 

Eminent scientists have been de¬ 
voting o good deal of time in the last 
few years to the origin of diseases, 
not only to the germs that cau»e dis¬ 
eases. but to ft study of how these 
germs get into the human system and 
make alt ’he trouble* they do. And 
the results of these studies have al- 
icady shown «cvcral significant facts. 

Firs*, the life of the bacilli, the 
rants of various dLraac, within 
which they can hr harmful, is very 
short, etnrcinlly ip the presence of 
sun and air, from a few moments to a 
few hours Once dead, their power 
for harm is gone. 

Srrond. These germ* are not car¬ 


ried in ihc uir to infect new victims, 
and by this is meant tuat such germs 
Jo not saturate the air of tfte sick 
ooni so that the persons breathing 
thi» air may possibly become infected 
with the particular disease. 

Third Disease germs arc not car¬ 
ried in dust particles to the injury of 
the person uninfected. To breathe 
dust-laden air is unpleasant, but it is 
not deadly. 

Fourth- Disease is carried from 
one person to another by contact 
and by contact alone. In contact, as 
u»cd by the medical profession, is 
included the transference of the germ 
of typhoid by the fly. tljat ot mair-fta 
and yellow fever by the mosquito,

Cotton Weaves and Ways of Using Them 
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When we stop to consider where¬ 
withal we are clothed, and count In 
everything from top to toe, It la agre*- 
ubly surprising to find that a high per- 
centage of our apparel Is made of 
cotton- Even the blossoms that crown 
our millinery are fashioned of special¬ 
ly prepared cotton fabrics, woven for 
the purpose. Cleanliness and durabil¬ 
ity are the eminent virtues of well- 
woven cotton fabrics—two Items that 
will forevar appeal to civilised hu¬ 
mans Even the sheerest goods stand 
tubbing aoccetsfully. Hut these es¬ 
sential virtues are abetted by the 
beauty and ever-lncreaaing variety in 
weaves of cotton. 

Among the weaves that have been 
moat successful this snaaon, cotton 
crepes, voiles and fine lawns may be 
profitably considered for making all 
sorts of pretty frocks. Four popular 
patterns are shown here, one of satin- 
striped voile, one of wide-striped voile, 
one of figured crape, and one of print¬ 
ed lawn. Tbo aatln-strtpcd voile has > 
a dim floral pattern printed over tho 
surface. All thes* fabrics are made 
with colors on a white ground. 

8trlpes, If managed well, roak« tbs i 
smartest of frocks. The wide striped 
voile will make a vory effective skirt 
by stitching n border of plain blue silk 
about tbo bottom edgn and one or two 
1 bands about the body of tbo skirt. 
The fullness at the waist line is laid 
In wide ft*! h«»« plaits -vlth the whit* 
•trlpea folded under. These plaits arc 
pressed down the entire length from 
waist to hem The aklrt la worn with 
a thin white waist, and a draped 


sleeveless bodice of the voile is worn 
over this, having a girdle of silk like 
that on tbo skirt. 

Satin-striped voiles may be well 
managed by plaiting them In side 
plaits with the satin stripes overlaid 
and presaed down the length of the 
skirt. Inserts of lace or cotton em¬ 
broidery take the place of silk bands, 
or bands of narrow ribbon (tn the 
lightest wearns 1 may be stitched to 
the material.

Japanese cane should bo planted 
during the mil in South Florida es¬ 
pecially If the canes are bedded 
down they are upt to dry out and ba 
unable to send up sprouts when they 
arc planted.

the crop of another. Without such 
an organization and co-operating 
handling as the exchange gives, the 
fnnt of gvcrv grower would compete 
with thnt of every other,.

Many potato diseases are contract¬ 
ed from the seed. Most growers have 
had some experience with scab, rot, 
tdackleg and other diseases which 
they could not combat. Several of 
these diseases cun he prevented by u 
cheap and easy method of seed ster¬ 
ilisation, according to Dr. C. I). Slier- 
bnkoff, of the University of Florida 
I xtierimeni Station. 

This method consist* of immersing 
the seed potatoes iq a cortoiixx subli¬ 
mate, mercuric bichloride, solution. 
Huy the crystal form since it is cheap¬ 
er than the tablet, The bichloride is 
dissolved in water in the proportion, 
1 part to 1.000. An ounce to 7 kal- 
loiis ot water will give about the right 
strength. Do not cut the potatoes be- 
lore treating them, since the poison 
might injure the CUJ surraccs. 

Leave the tubers in the solution 
about one and one-half hours. They 
must he planted Immediately or

It kilts also the fun¬ 
gus Kbl»t©e?**iln «••>*<•!♦ besides mak¬ 
ing the tuber* unsightly by forming 
black specks on the skins, often 
considerably reduces the stand of po¬ 
tatoes by killing tile sprouts. 

I Irahby Herd is necessary to start 
with, but it i* always a good precau- 
thxi to trout the seed as previously 
recommended. When cutting the po¬ 
tatoes examine them for rot and dis¬ 
coloration nf the flesh. Discard any 
totch speimmts in fttrtln 1 eliminate 
disease --Agricultural News Service.

Selection of 
Seed Canes 
Controls Red Roi 


If farmers will examine their seed 
canes closely and reject the puny, un¬ 
healthy ones, there need be no fear of 
red rot in the field. The rot is usual¬ 
ly introduced into the bed in the 
canes. C. K. McQuarrie, state agent 
for the University of Florida Exten¬ 
sion Division, suggests that a careful 
examination of the joints will disclcse 
the disease. An unhealthy joint i* 
apt to be infected. 

The surest plan is to select strong 
vigorous canes, for these rarely have 
disease of any sort. Furthermore, 
they will give quicker germination 
and more vigorous sprouts than medi¬ 
um or weak canes. T he bed should be 
mack; after u rain or on a morning 
after a heavy dew. if it is made while 
the canes arc dry or on a windy day 
they arc apt in dry out and give poor 
sprouting. Coyer the bed with about 
four or five inches ol soil except u 
strip through the center about six 
inches wide. Cover this strip when 
«lr*<sf threatens. 

lit Hawaii red rot is Mtccessfully 
tuntrollcd by selection. Mr. Me- 
Uuurriv say* that the damage from 
the disease in Florida has been con 
tidcrahly lettered by the same prac¬ 
tice.

Diversity of 

Farm Enterprises 


In most case* where studies on the 
profits in tanning have been made, 
particularly in our oldest agricultur¬ 
al districts, such studies indicate that 
the molt successful farms are those 
which have from two to four major 
source* of income; i. e., they have a 
well balanced and diversified business. 
In certain instances it may be better 
to have only one enterprise, but usu¬ 
ally when one crop pays much bet¬ 
ter than all other* the production ot 
it increases rapidly and soon the price 
falls to the point where other crops 
or products are equally as profitable. 
Diversified farming i# offrn confused 
with farming where iherc i* a little 
cf everything and not much of any¬ 
thing. Either extreme lessens the 
chances t.f success. YUlim «tic price 
of certain crop* i« very low thcqjlvc 
stock usually becomes desirable. 
However, if the returns per animal 
arc poor, cash crops even at u low- 
price are essential A well-balanced 
business insure* against Iosm.'* and 
prov.les u much better utilization of 
the labor and equipment.

The mercury seldom registers above 
100 degree* V, and the mean tempera* 
hire in the hottest months is in the 
vicinity of Ho degrees. 

Of eighty-one cties and towns in! 
thi* state only thirty one record a 
maximum temperature above too de¬ 
grees. And thc»c high records are 
mostly in the northern part of the 
state, where there, is ie»s influence 
from the *ca breezes. St. Augustine 
had a record of 104 degrees on the 
25th of June, 1914; whereas Miami, 
in the extreme southern part of the 
state recorded its highest on the 18th, 
reaching only 92 degrees. Kissimmee, 
about midway between the two, gives

Even during the 
neat of the day one cun practically de¬ 
pend upon being comfortable if he 
can he in the shade, because of the 
gentle, almost ever-present sea breeze. 
As evidence of the mildness of the 
Mttnmer heat, l would refer to the 
fact that sunstroke is practically un¬ 
known in Florida. 

Willi regard to the winter temper¬ 
ature, the very uamc of Florida seems 
to have in it the meaning of mild¬ 
ness That the reader may have de¬ 
finite information on the subject the 
following temperatures arc given, the 
lowest during the month of February, 
1014. 

Jacksonville fnorth), 32 degree* F. 
Average for month, 43 degree 1 F. 

Orlando (central), 32 degrees F. 
Average for month. <»j degrees F. 

crag* for month, 67 degrees F. 

In the central and southern parts 
of the state one can hardly say there 
is «nv winter at all. There i* an oc¬ 
casional drop in the temperature for 
two or three days, but this is cold 
only in comparison with .her warm 
days. Where tl. c mercury doea not 
register below freezing at night, F 
can scarcely be called winter. 

Another decided advantage is In the 
fact that the heavy rainfall occurs 
in the summer time or early fall, when 
there is plenty of sunshine to evap¬ 
orate the moisture This is of impor¬ 
tance from the health standpoint, 
which is our thief concern. It can 
be readily seen that the comparative 
dryness uf the winter, together with 
its mild temperature, makes the cli¬ 
mate well adapted to the needs of 
nged persons and chronic invalids, es¬ 
pecially in such conditions ns rheu¬ 
matism and breach ini affections. 

Everything considered. Florida is 
not simply a place for the pleasure 
seeker and tourist, but should be 
locked upon as a '‘sanitnriunv M just 
as the hill stations in India are con¬ 
sidered. Besides these naturally fav 
orable conditions for health seekers, 
there are institutions where they can 
have the necessary attention and cart? 
while they are enjoying the benefits 
of the ch’tnate, which, accoidiug to 
Florida vernacular. Is worth onet 
thousand dollars an acre, no matter! 
what the soil may he. 1 


T he road builders of today are neg¬ 
lecting a very important point. 

The motor ear is a new thing in the 
world and crratis entirely new condi¬ 
tions. 

The travel of the future will be 
wry great. 

The fashion should be set at uflee 
for a liundrod-foot right-of-way on 
all main roads. 

One-half should ho developed f.rst; 
the other could be used by the for¬ 
mer owners under a free lca#c from 
the counties until it is needed. It 
will surely he needed smno day 

Allowing ten feet for a sidewalk 
the hard-surfaced road hould center 
on the remaining forty feet. The mod¬ 
el to be worked to two forty-foot 
rr »ld ’Vty; twQ ten-foot sidewalks 
and thre* row# of shade tfVra—a 
most proper plan for a.hot climate. 

All travel ofeoyrse takes the rigiu. 
hand road. The grade should allow 
crossing from one road to the other. 
Titer* is such a Street now at Orange 
Park, in Clay county. The oaks are 
thirty-five years old and sixty feet 
high and shade the *trcet- 

On a single road with a fifty-foot 
right-of-way, two ten-foot sidewalks 
aaml thirty feet for vehicles, when 
autos are standing at each curb there 
is no room for tpfv passing of ve¬ 
hicle* going in opposite directions srd 
this difficulty and dangei increases 
with the traffic. 

A single-track road should be sixty 
feet wide. 

The middle line of new roads is 
generally on a section line or other 
line between two owners. If the 
fashion is set for a hundred-foot rght 
of way owners will giv* the fifty feet. 
It will seldom he necessary to buy. 

If County commissioners will tn 
•i*t on the hundred fc*t and make It 
a state-wide rule supported hy pub¬ 


lic opinion, owners will fall into line 
tnd give the land. 

The double-road plan allow* speed 
with safety and the speed of motor 
cars will in the future be increased on 
long run#. 

The point is that it is the duty of 
the pioneer road builders of today 
10 provide for the travel of the fu¬ 
ture. 

Fifteen year* ago a street in Chica¬ 
go a mile long, between Grant and 
l ine In park* was widened from 60 
to two hundred feet. It cost ten mil¬ 
lion dollars. 

If tbr people who laid out that 
»tr*et could have looked • Ji< ad the 
expense would have been only the 
amount of the surveyor's bill, fn less 
degree* such things will happen >omc 
day in Florida. wherever narrow 
roads sre built. 

C alifornia has aw akened to the idea 
■tnd has some main roads nm? hun¬ 
dred feet wide. 

As soon as Florida gets hard roads 
the travel by tourists and citizens by 
motor car and trucks will rspidly in¬ 
crease and witf grow in time »o cnoriiH- 
otia proportion. 

The climate and the motor car will 
accomplish it and it Is tint* that the 
road builders awakened to these en¬ 
tirely new conditions. Ifcsidc the 
question of safety and convenience 
there is the question of beauty, ot 
civic pride and tbr satisfaction of be¬ 
ing right for all time. 

Road builder* must realize that the 
motor car has brought entity new 
conditnons. 

They must lay out the roads wid? 
enough for all time and the .and ran 
be got f«r nothing.

\pril 14. 18**3, Ft a house on K street, 
a cavalry captain lay he side hi* wiic

It therefore appear* that the 
Ocala limestone it of about the same 
age aa the Jackson formation and is 
ron*idcrahly older than has hereto, 
fore been supposed. Instead of being 
of recent origin, as was thought by 
Agassis and I.eConte, the Floridian 
p'atrau was in existence during »1>«. 
Eocene era—probably two million 
years ago.

«»ne of thr most rl iquent men ol 
the nineteenth century, and one of 
the hardat workers in brhalf of those 
less fortttnaL than himself, was John 
Kuskm.
